“UNIQUE PROCEDURE” 


The case was unique in that on Saturd 
morning they were served with a notice on 
behalf of the Chief State Solicitor to the effe:t 
that in the trial of Michael Gleeson the other 
ae pe would be called to give evidence on 

half of the Attorney-General. 

Mr Justice Sullivan, having granted the 
application, Michael Gleeson was put back, 
and a jury was sworn to try the other men. 

ine jurors were challenged before a panel 
was obtained. Two men were excused when 
they stated that they had a conscientious 
objection to capital punishment, while 
aucther juror wag not asked to serve when 
he stated that he came from the same part 
of the country as the accused men. The 
jurors were given an opportunity of writing 
to their families, as the trial will last a 
number of days, and they will Be locked up 
each night until it concludes. 

Opening the case for the prosecution, Mr. 
Maguire said that Daniel Gleeson was an 
unmarried farmer, residing with his brother 
and his brother's wife en a farm of about 
35 Irish acres, about three and a half miles 
from Nenagh. On the evening of Tuesday, 
September 1, about 10 o'clock (old time), 
Mrs. Gleeson was retiring to bed when she 
heard voices at the back of the house. The 
brother of the dead man heard Daniel 
tleeson say: “Go away out of that; what 
tricks are you playing?” About ten--or 
fifteen minutes later there was a knocking 
at the front door. Somebody demanded : 
“Open the door and hand out the double 
barrelled shot gun.” Mrs. Gleeson looked 
out of the iad and saw two young men 
or boys approaching, 


STICK AND AXE 


One of them, said counsel, appeared to be 
wearing a top coat, and one was bigger than 
the other. Gleeson put on his trousers and 
got his stick, while his Lrother got an axe 
and opened the door. Someone then shouted : 
“Hands up.” Daniel Gleeson said: * For 
what? ” 

AL that stage, said counsel, a shot rang 
out. Then one of the men, who was 
carrying a gun, advanced towards Danie! 
Gleeson oak discharged a second shot, 
the contents going right through the front 
of Gleeson’s stomach. According to the evi- 
dence, that shot had been fired by one of the 
most destructive weapons at close range—a 
shot gun. 
Nenagh. Hospital, but his case was hopeless 
from the first. Michael Gleeson, the dead 
mans brother, who survived the attack, pur- 
sued in his shirt and trousers and without 
any shoes, two men who ran away from the 
back of the house. He was unable to over- 
take them, and cam: back to find his brother 
In a dying condition in the house. ‘‘1 do 
not think said Mr. Maguire, “ that there

GUN IN BEDROOM 


Describing a model of the Gleeson home, 
Mr. Maguire said that Daniel Gleeson kept 
his gun, which was used for the destruction 
of vermin, in his bedroom. Shortly after 
they were heard first the intruders seemed to 
have gone away, and gomg out to the road 
two of them came back and seemed to enter 
at the front. One of them knocked at the 
door, the other man standing beside him. 
When the door was opened they retired and a 
shot was fired. It passed harmlessly between 
the Gleeson brothers. The men then ad. 
vanced a little nearer and the one with the 
gun pointed it deliberately at Danie] Gleeson 

Mr. Maguire submitted other exhibits—a 
number of cartridge wads, two old hats, a 
mask and a pair of scissors. He said that 
the shot wads were of enormous importance, 
as they had been discarded by the two persons 
along the path leading to the front door of 
Daniel Gleeson’s house. That was the path 
along which Michael Gleeson, the dead man's 
brother, pursued the two persons who had 
fired the shots. 

About 8.50 on the night of the occurrence 
the persons responsible for the. murder 
appeared to have met at Knockalton Cross- 
roads. Two of them had bicycles, and 
appeared to have « number of masks. It 
would be given in evidence that, when 
Michael Gleeson arrived at the Cross, he had, 
in addition to his bicycle, a bag in which was 
something like a stick or a broken gun. 
Shortly before the persons arrived at the 
Cross Michael Gleeson went to the house of 
Wiliam Gleeson, and asked him for 
cartridges, on the excuse that he wanted them 
to shoot crows that were damaging his crops. 


CARTRIDGES 


William Gleeson gave him two cartridges 
from a box which contained only four 
cartridges. The cartridge wads were exactly 
the same make, type and description as those 
im the cartridges Michael Gleeson, one of 
the four prisoners undoubtedly had in a gun, 
and it was the case for the prosecution that 
+ was his gun that had infPicted the fatal 
wound. 

About 8.50 the four prisoners, still with the 
two bicycles, came down the road in the 
direction of Casey’s Cross. From an unoccupied 
house belonging to a Mr. Flannery was taken 
a slasher, a bill hook and a wrench, the 
wrench being used to force entry into another 
unoccupied house owned by a man named 
Kelly, from which was taken a hatchet or a 
poleaxe. The men seemed to have gone down 
to Kilkeary Cross, and then to have turned 
up to Daniel Gleeson’s house.

In other countries they 
are brought ip the name of the King, but 
it is the people who are the real prosecu- 
tors. They are brought im no sense to 
achieve retribution or avenge; they are 
brought to secure peace and justice, and to 
insist that everyone will keep within the 
law. 

Giving evidence, Michael Gleeson, brother 
of Damiel Gleeson, said that on the night 
of September 1 he and his wife and Daniel 
went to bed about 10 o'clock new time. Wit- 
ness slept in the back room farthest away 
from the room in which Daniel slept. Wit- 
ness was in bed a short time when his wife 
spoke to him; he then heard Daniel saying : 
‘Go away out of that; you are prime boys.” 
Only a second or two before he had heard 
a noise at the back of the house. On hearing 


| his brother’s voice he got up and put on his 


trousers and. came into the kitchen, where 
he then heard a knock at the kitchen door. 
As he was coming into the kitchen he looked 
through the parlour window and saw two 
boys coming in from the front gate towards 
the front door. When the knock came to the 
kitchen door his brother just came from his 
bedroom, with only his trousers en. The 
parafin lamp hanging at the left-hand side 
of the kitchen door was lighting at the time. 


“HANDS UP!” 


After the knock he heard a voice outside 
say: “Open that door.” “‘ My brother, con- 
tinued witness, “asked : ‘What for?’ and the 
voice said: “Hand out the double-barrelled 
gun.’ My brother was going ont, but I 
told him to wáit. and went for the axe. which 
was near the dresser. My brother got a hazel 
stick.” 

Mr. Haugh—Did you notice anything about 
the size of the two boys you saw coming 
towards the door?—One of them was about 
two inches taller than the other. 

Did you notice how either of them 
dressed ’—One of them had a grey coat. 

Was it you or your brother opened the 
door’—I opened it. What happened then’— 
My brother slipped out. I had only the door 
unlocked when he slipped outside. 
out after him. Continuing. witness said that 
just then a voice said: “‘Hands up!” His 
brother said: “What for?” and almost 
immediately a shot passed between them. 
Witness saw two men standing at the side 
vate outside the wall. 

After the first shot rang out his brother 
moved towards the figures about two yards. 
and at the same time the boy that did 
the shooting advanced towards him into the 
yard from the gate. “As he advanced,” 
said witness, “he put the double-barrelled 
gun against.my brother's stomacli. A shot 
rang out and my brother fell.” 

He could not, he said, describe the move- 
ments of the other man, who remained stand- 
ing outside the wall at the side of the gate. 
After the shooting the men ran away and 
witness ran after them, although dressed 
only in his shirt and trousers. Having 
followed the men for about a hundred 
yards he came back to the house, where his 
brother was lying in the kitchen. 

Witness had a gun in his possession, and 
had a licence for it. It was kept in a room 
where Daniel had slept, but it was not im 
the house on this particular night, as 3t 
had been lent’ to a neighbour. O’Brien had 
been in his employment, and during that 
time the gun was kept in Daniel’s room. 
He was able to see clearly the Sigures coming 
in towards the door, but he could not 
recognise them, as it was not light enough. 

Replying to Mr. FitgGerald-Kenney, the 
witness said that his brother was popular im 
the locality. He did not know of any reason 
why Molamphy should have any ill feeling 
towards his brother. After the first shot he 
did not see the men, as his eyes were blinded 
by the discharge. 


WOMAN’S EVIDENCE 


Mrs. Michael Gleeson, the wife of the 
previous witness, said that about 10 p.m. on 
September 1 she had occasion to go to a 
pump in the yard to draw water, and while 
there she heard voices on the road. On look- 
ing in that direction she saw a man standing 
outside on the road. She returned to the 
house and locked the front door. Her hus- 
band and Daniel Gleeson were in bed at the 
time. Some time later she saw two men 
come in from the road and approach the 
front door. Une of them was wearing a 
grey topcoat. There was a knock at the 
door, and then a voice said: ‘Open the 
door.” Witness asked: ' For What?” and 
the voice asked her to hand over the gun. 
Daniel and her husband got up and came into 
the kitchen. Her husband went to the dresser 
and took up an axe, while Daniel got a stick. 
Michael opened the door and Daniel passed 
out into the yard. She then heard a voice 
shout “Hands up!’ and then there were 
two shots, one following quickly after the 
other. Daniel said: “1 am shot.” 
she went to Dan's assistance. 
great pain and was moaning. 

In reply to Sean Hooper, the witness said 
that she did not go inte the yard until after 
the shooting. á 

Dr. A. D. Courtenay, Nenagh, said that 
when he arrived at the Gleeson’s nome Daniel 
was propped up im bed in a shocked state. 
His extremities were cold. He was con- 
scious. later witness had him conveyed to 
Nenagh Hospital, and he and Dr. Murphy, 
of Toomevara, made a closer examination of 
the wound. It was a jagged wound in the 
front of the abdomen. its greatest extent 
being three and a half inches long. 


PELLETS EXTRACTED 


Death was due to a combination of toxemia, 
gangrene, and hemorrhage, from a gunshot 
wound. 

Dr. Jas. C. Murphy, Nenagh, said that ten 
pellets had been extracted ftom. the wound 
and after the post-mortem examination Dr. 
McGrath extracted thirty or forty others 
which suggested that the shot had not time 
to spread, and that it had been fired at close 
range. 

Dr. John McGrath, State Pathologist, said 
that he was of opinion that the range from 
wee the shot ‘was fired would be about four 
yards. 

William Gleeson, Knockalton, said that 
about 7 p.m. on September Ist Michael 
Gleeson, jun., called at his house and asked 
if he had any cartridges as the crows were 
doing damage.

The plaintiff's case was that durin 
years 1928 to 1933 the defendants RA gar 
certain profit and loss accounts in reference 
to the firm of COvookshank, Leech, and 
Fetherstonhaugh, Kildare street, Dublin. of 
which the plaintiff was senior partner, ‘and 
that during the period covered by those 
accounts misappropriations of money re. 
ceived for the firm were carried out by a 
clerk employed by the firm, and were ‘not 
discovered at the time. 

The defendants denied any- negligence or 
breach of duty, and pleaded that they were 
justructed solely to prepare accounts of the 
firm s profits for income tax purposes from 
books produced to ‘them, and that they had 
no duty to check entries in those books with 
the firm's bank books or accounts, which 
were not made available to them. 


THE JUDGMENT 


In the course of his judgment, Mr. Justice 
Hanna referred to a number of ‘decisions 
regarding. the duties of anditors, and said 
that those cases clearly established that the 
duty upon an auditor is. in the cireum- 
stauces of the particular case and of his 
employment, to exercise. such care and ekill 
as a @iligent, skilled and cautious 
auditor , would exercise according to 
the practice of the profession Accountants 
might draw a professional.and conventional 
distinction between auditing and accountancy 
to the effect that in accountancy one might 
take things for granted and without vouch- 
ing, which cone could not do in an audit. 
and that aecountancy might be a cheap and 
speedy job, as in this case, while saditing, 
whether full or partial, is not. The defen- 
dants could not ride off on such a distinction, 
which, in his opinion, bad no basis of legal 
principle to support it. Whatever descrip- 
tion accountants might care to give to their 
work was a matter of indifference to the law. 
The legal obligation remained the same. 

Dealing with the facts of the case Mr. 
Justice Hanna said that Mr. Fetherston- 
haugh engaged the defendants primarily in 
connection with his income tax. It was 
contended on behalf of the defendants that 
they could not be under liability for not pre- 
paring a balance sheet with its necessary 
investigation, because Mr. Fetherstonhaugh 
did not ask for it. This was an erroneous 
view, for if the preparation of a balance 
sheet was a reasonably prudent and careful 
step for an auditor to take, having regard to 
the work, it was undoubtedly the duty of 
the auditors to prepare it, even though not 
asked to do so. In such circumstances it 
was no answer to say that a balance sheet 
was not asked for by Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, 
inasmuch as he had left himself in the defen- 
danis’ hands to do what was right and 
proper for the purposes for which he had 
employed them. 


LIST OF THE BOOKS 


It. seemed. a matter of almost common 
knowledge and youtihe that an  anditor 
employed by a firm for any purpose shoul 
ask: “What books have you?” It would 
seem natural that the first thing he shouid 
do would be to make out a list of the books 
kept by the firm, and who kept them, It 
seemed to him essential that in many cases 
the most important part of the duty of an 
anditor would be the detection of fraud, 
though the expressions in some of the judg- 
ments he had referred to would seem im 
those particular cases to indicate a different 
opinion. An auditor was not bound to be 
suspicious, it has been said, or to assume that 
everyone is dishonest ; but he certainly should 
keep his eves open and bé on the alert. If 
he delibérately put on blinkers by not asking 
for books he might find himself in a difficulty. 

Dealing with auditors’ certificates in 
general; Mr. Justice Hanna said that when 
an auditor set forth his certified account he 
let loose under his hand a statement which 
might be used by his client for many com- 
mercial purposes. The value and weight of 
the whole audit, and of his account, dependeJ 
upon the exact and clear wording of his 
certificate, and, accordingly, it was his 
bounden duty to set qut in it clearly, un- 
equivocally and correctly a sufficient state- 
ment to enable anyone who read it, auditor 
or layman, to estimate accurately the value 
and correctness of the account. 


VARIOUS CERTIFICATES 


From the evidence there seemed to be 
various forms of certificate, changing in terms 
according to the occasion and the usage of 
particular firms of auditors. There seemed to 
be a desire to be concise, instead of full, and, 
while some of the stereotyped and tabloid 
form.of words used might convey to other 
members of the profession exactly what was 
intended, the ordinary Jayman, who had no 
auditor to guide him, did not wait to con- 
sider the actual textual meaning, and was 
ivfore influenced by the name of the auditor 
at the foot of the account, taking it as a 
guarantee that the account had been properly 
tested. :. When the auditor did, im fact, 
vouch and certify the account, he never hesi- 
tated to state so specifically; but when he 
did not vouch and verify the account, he 
seemed most reluctant to say so clearly, and 
he had not been able to find any sufficient 
veason why he should not unequivocally say : 
“I have not verified the items in this 
account; but have taken them from the books 
of the firm, which, I am imformed by the 

roprietor, or proper officer, are correct, arid 
i certifv that the account is correctly drawn 
in accordance therewith.’’ It had been sug- 
gestéd that such a -ertificate might raise 
queries or suspicions about the value of the 
account. “The answer to that was: “Why 
not, if the proprietor will not have a

THE REPORT 


The first certificate ee by the defend- 
ants was accompanied by a report which 
siated clearly that the account was merely a 
mechanical ilation of the figures from 
the costs fu book, and it referred to 
the information given verbally to the auditors 


and not contained in the books. With the | 
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“NO ACTIONABLE NEGLIGENCE” 
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that, not having prepared a balance sheet, 
he should have reconciled the bank account 
and the cash. It had not been established 
that in any way the omission of any of these 
matters fa sted the profit and loss accounts 
as prepared. All the accounts prepared and 
sent in to the Inspector of Taxes were correct 
In fact. The contention against the defen- 
dants was that, though the minimum of 
service luckily produced a correct result, the 
matters omitted to be done would have been 
done by any competent and careful accountant 
on the instructions given, and that suitable 
inquiries would have revealed the embezzle- 
ments—at least from 1929. This raised two 
questions, therefore: Should these inquiries 
have been made? and, if so, would they 
necessarily have revealed the embezzie- 
ments ? 

On the first question, whether Mr. Deane 
Should have prepared a balance sheet, Mr. 
Justice Hanna said that he was satisfied cn 
the evidence that a balance sheet could not 
have been prepared in the absence of a 
clients’ ledger and a cash book, and that, if 
a balance sheet had been necessary, apart 
from being a reasonable and désirable re- 
quirement, which might or might not be 
dispensed with, they would have required to 
write up the{ cash book and ‘have all the 
entries posted to it, and the entries made 
from the cash book to the bank account 
written up and reconciled. The anditor 
would require also to prepare a clients’ 
ledger and write it up as his first record, and 
possibly have the ledger balances verified 
ry the client’s signature. On this point the 
only course open to Mr. Deane, if this had 
necurred to him, would have been to report 
to Mr. Stokes the absence of the books, of 
which Mr, Stokes knew nothing, and leave 
it for Mr. Stokes to say whether Mr. 
Vetherstonhaugh should be urged to have 
proper books prepared and written up, ob- 
viously, at great expense. 


NO NEGLIGENCE 


Was it a breach of duty on the part of 
the assistant and the defendants to omit to 
insist upon the preparation of these books, 
which were necessary for a proper balance 
sheet, in addition to the profit and loss ac- 
eount? The defendants charged Mr. 
Fetherstonhaugh only £4 19s. for the pre- 
paration of the account and the correspon- 
dence, and in subsequent years a similar 
minimum amount, whereas Mr. Sedgwick 
was paid three hundred guineas for his work 
of the complete audit which revealed these 
defalecations. He could not find negligence 
or breach of duty against the defendants on 
this head, nor did he think a jary of busi- 
ness men would hold them responsible in 
this particular matter of the balance sheet. 
The point, however, was put alternatively 
that if the defendants were not bound to 
advise the preparation of the balance sheet 
on account of its difficulty and expense and 
impracticability, they should at least have 
reconciled the cash account with the plaintiff's 
lodgments. In respect of that a similar 
question arose—was that a practicable and 
reasonable step that should have been taken 
by Mr. Deane? Mr. Deane was met with the 
corresponding difficulty and uncertainty here ; 
for there was no cash vate " and nothing 
with which the bank account could»be recon- 
ciled. He would have to prepare and write 
up a cash book from whatever undigested 
material was available. Where there was no 
cash book kept, as in this slipshod system of 
book-keeping, was it negligence for Mr. Deane 
to take what was represented to him by the 
proprietor as the correct cash entries for the 
purpose of his return of profits for income 
tax from the summaries, and, later, from the 
documents which took their place? 


ABSENCE OF BOOKS 


Some of the witnesses admitted that if faced 
with such a situation they would have refused 
to prepare the account at all until these docu- 
ments were written un; or, if they had pre- 
pared an account, they would not have 
certified it save with the addition of a very 
full explanatory report. He gathered from 
Mr. Brock’s evidence that in such a case he 
would not have given a certificate at all and 
would have preferred not to do the work. 
This was a high standard of duty placed by 
Mr. Brock upon himself. But he did not 
think he soald decide that it should be an 
inflexible rule nor hold the breach of it in 
this case to amount to actionable negligence. 
He had come to the conclusion on this head 
that no checking of the cash against the 
bank account would have revealed these 
frauds. It would have been necessary to go 
right back to the counterfoils and the receipts 
and the loose rentals, the cheques, and pos- 
sibly by inquiries from the clients them- 
selves, as was done ultimately by Mr. Sedg- 
wick. Therefore, he gave the same answer 
to this part of the case—that, in the par- 
‘icular circumstances of this case, the limited 
nature of the accounts required, the absence 
of proper books, and there being no necessity 
for a full andit, he could not impu’ action- 
able negligence or breach of duty against the 
defendants in this matter; 


FEES ACCURATE 


The next point raised on Mr, Deane’s andit 
was that he was negligent in not checking the 
agency fees included in the audit of the costs 
furnished As in the other cases, he was told 
that the agency fees disclosed in the costs 
furnished book were correct, and it was now 
admitted, after searching investigations, that 
they were substantially accurate. Mr. Deane 
took the owner's word about these fees being 
correct, and in his opinion, not having to 
make a full audit, and in the absence of a 
clients’ ledger, he could not hold the defen- 
dants responsible for actionable negligence. 

The “year 1928 was the crucial point of time, 
because the system adopted by Mr. Deane 
that year was followed by him in the next 
two years, in the three years every account 
was shown to Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, and he 
approved of it and -therenpon each of them 
was submitted to Mr. Stokes, who discussed 
any items that required discussion with Mr. 
Deane before sending them to the Inspector 
of Taxes. On the three heads of neghgence 
in Mr. .Deane’s period he could not find 
actionable negligence against the firm.

In an administration suit of Mrs. Ellen 
Mary Molan, Milford, Charleville, Co. 
Limerick, against Johu Carmody, Ballin. 
geyrour, Sheerin’s Cross, Co. Limerick, 

Mr. Michaei J. Ryan, K.C., with whom 
was Mr, Walter Molony (instructed by Mr. 
John J. Power), for the defendant, applied 
that the defendant be released from custody, 
the defendant having been committed to 
prison for contempt in not obeying an order 
of Mr. Justice ó racha directing him to 
lodge a certain sum to the credit of the suit 
in court.

to have the estate administered by the Court. 
The defendant had taken out letters of ad- 
ministration and had sold the lands and 
chattels. In 1934 it was ascertained that 
there were ten next-of-kin, but the defend- 
ant, not thinking that there would be so 
many, had retained some of the assets, and 
when called on to iodge some of the money 
m court he was not able to do so. A final 
order had been made on the Ist April last 
directing the defendant to lodge £146 in 
court. The defendant was ea , to do so, 
and on the application of the plaintiff, Mrs. 
Mary Molan, an order was made by Mr. 
Justice Johnston attaching the defendant. 
In pursuance of that order Carmody was 
taken into custody on the 27th June last, 
and he had been in Limerick Jail since then. 
There was no prospect of the defendant being 
able to pay the money, and, in the mean- 
while, the plaintiff had taken steps to pro- 
ceed against the sureties on the administra- 
tion bond. 

Mr. Ryan suggested that Carmody had 
purged his contempt, and said that at least 
eight of the ten next-of-kin were in favour of 
Wis release, and the other two; who resided 
in America, consented on condition that pro- 
ceedings were taken against the sureties on 
the administration bond. The defendant was 
over sixty vegrs of age. 

Mr. Mallins, of Messrs. Murphy and 
Mallins, solicitors, for the plaintiff, said that 
there was no objection to the release of the 
defendant if he signed a complete charge on 
whatever lands he possessed to cover the 
amount of money that he was short. 

Mr. Ryan said that the defendant's lands 
were at the moment charged to their full 
value, and he was not disposed to give that 
undertaking. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he would 
make an order directing the release of the 
defendant, Carmody, without prejudice to 
any further application that might be made 
by the plaintiff.

Mr. Albert E. Wood, K.C.; Mr. Lavery, 


Henry Stokes, surgeon in the Meath 
Hospital, said that the plaintiff had a wound 
five inches long and five inches deep on the 
back of her neck, and the left stde of her 
body was paralysed. She was unconscious 
on admission, and remained so for 14 days. 
There were two other wounds on the face. 
She was operated on immediately after her 
admission to hospital. She was discharged 
on June 25th. There was still a big scar on 
the back of her neck, Her general condition 
was much improved. He examined her on 
October 25th, and at that time she was still 
depressed, lethargic and avoiding company. 
Her writing and spelling were very bad. 
Her right hand and right leg were weak and 
shaky, and the muscles flabby and soft. She 
had steadily improved, but there were still 
definite signs of injury. 

Dr. koe Butler, examined for the de 
fendant, said that he could not rule out the 
)ossibility of complications suggested by Mr. 
stokes, but her condition was improving. 

Plaintiff stated in examination by Mr. 
Wood that she had no recollection of the 
collision. She was out cycling with Madeleine 
tafter, and in Kenilworth Park they 
changed bicycles. The. brakes of Miss 
Rafter’s lvicycle had not been good, but she 
had since been told that they had been re- 
paired the week before the accident. 

Madeleine Rafter said that it was their in- 
tention to turn from the left into Kimmage 
road. There were no front brakes on her 
bjcycle, which the plaintiff was riding at the 
time of the accident, but the rear brake had 
been repaired and was in good order. 

Sergeant Doyle said that there was a skid 
mark made by the defendant’s car extending 
for almost thirty feet, to the spot where a 
blood mark indicated the accident to have 
taken place, and for over twenty-seven feet 
beyond that, to a lamp standard on the left 
side of the road, which the car struck before 
pulling up. Before the accident the right 
wheel of the defendant's car had been slightly 
over the middle of the road. 

Inspector Maher gave evidence. of the 
damage done to the right front mudguard of 
the car and to the front bumper, which, he 
said, as a result of striking the lamp standard, 
was bent in to within a foot of the radiator. 
There was no front brake on the bicycle the 
plaintiff was driving and only one block of 
the rear brake was exerting pressure. 

For the defence, Lord Glenavy said that 
he was driving Lady Glenavy, his young son, 
and Lady Hemphill, to the pictures, and was 
travelling at 25 m.p.h. or less on the left 
of the middle of the road. The bonnet of 
the car was within four or five yards from 
the entrance to Kenilworth Park when the 
plaintiff shot out at a fast rate. He swerved 
and applied his brakes, but the plaintiff

Sefior Barboza Carneiro, the Brazilian 
Trade Attathé in London, has gone back 
home—and, as far as I know, without 
having established any trading connections 
with us. I say as far as I know, because, 
although Sefior Barboza Carneiro came 
here over a year ago, intent on trade. 
nothing so far has been done. with regard 
to the purthase of horses and live-stock 
that we expected. We are, it is true, 
receiving sóme really good oranges from 
Brazil, for at the moment the Brazilian 
orange is the only one you can find with a 
flavour about it. On the other hand, the 
Brazilians seem to be buying live-stock in 
England, and Sir Henry Lynch has pur- 
chased a large black boar and two gilts for 
shipment bos Mh farm near Rio de Janeiro, 
It appears they like black pigs in Brazil, 
but here in the Free State I hear that 
the Government is trying to extinguish 
the breed—although many practical 
farmers approve of it.

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American Deer 


The news that the autumnal chase 
which will take place over a wide area of 
the North American woods and forests, 
involving some two million deer and 
nearly half a million hunters, is likely to 
include a probable ‘‘ bag ” of some fifty 
of the hunters gives an idea of the vast 
number of deer which still infest these 
forests, and also of the dangers which at- 
tend their slaying. When the hunter, in- 
tent upon stalking his prey, does not ob- 
serve that another. similarly minded, is 
in the offing, and treads inadvertently 
upon a stick, he is asking for trouble. 
Many a hunter, in his eagerness to shoot 
his deer, fails to await the sight of the 
animal, and, when on the trail he hears 
& suspicious noise in the brush near by, 
he often “‘lets fly” impatiently, and 
finds a fellow-sportsman wallowing on the 
ground in a pool of blood, according to 
the most approved fashion of ‘‘ thrillers.’’ 

The news that mistakes of this kind 
will incur a trial for manslaughter 
should curb the haste of many a hunter 
and, incidentally, help the deer to main- 
tain their numbers; for greater skill must 
now be demanded, and the hunter will 
hold his fire until he is absolately sure 
of his mark, lest he put himself within 
the reach of the law. Another risk 
which is sometimes run by hardier 
nimrods who chase the lordly moose of 
the forests of Maine or New Brunswick is

A WARNING 


As Cork is at present laying its industrial 
foundations. the report proceeds, it is an 
opportune moment to warn all engaged in 
;roperly organised industrial units to avoid 
the evils which attended the development of 
i,dustry in other coantries. The soulless 
mechanisation of the worker, irrespective of 
his human limitations, and the imordinately 
selfish pursuit of big dividends are both 
ound to react unfaveurably on the industrial 
vy ell-being of an economic system fast becom- 
ing 1 menace in other cities and States. 

\While welcoming the general industrial re- 
vival throughent the country, the Council ex- 

essed its distrust of alien control of new in- 
Justries, as already there are too many impor- 
tant manufacturiyg concerns owned and con- 
trolled by non nationals taking advantage of the 
shelter of tariffs te manufacture for the Irish 
market only, buch concerns have been 
atiracted bv the certainty of guaranteed 
markets in the State and, as they are mainly 
ranches of wealthy syndicates manvufactur- 
ing for world market. elsewhere, they refrain 
from increasing their output here unless in 
icenee issued by the Minister for Indus- 
‘ry and Commerce conditions are introduced 
making it mandatory for the licensees to re- 
scrve a certain percentage of their outputs 
io: sale in foreigu markets. 

' Jt is a subject for regret to record that 
for the past year she industrial semse of Cork 
as been in a comparatively dormant state. 
Whilst through bankers and brokers many 
thousands of pourds sterling have red 
out of Cork for investment in Irish industry, 
comparatively little fresh capital has been 
sunk in purely local idustrial enterprises. It 
is regrettable that up to the present the 
surplus of agriculturai raw materials are not 
being industrially used for the promotion of a 
meat packing industry a modern tammery, a 
giue factory, a linen spinning mill, a woollen 
spiuning mill, a casem factory, or even a 
ll specialised curing station for the pre- 
paration of calf, shee» and pig skins. 

It is hoped that the coming year will wit- 
ness a resurgent movement in the financing 
of local industry in the southern capital and 
its associated Cork townships and villages. 


TRADE OF PORT 


As statistical returns of quantities of goods 
end numbers of live stock passing through 
the port ot Cork are now prepared . for 
calendar vears only, the returns for the last 
two complete years, 1954 and 1935, may be 
compared.

OBITUARY 


MR. R. DENNE BOLTON 
The death of Mr. R. Denne Bolton. which 


occurred at his residence, Rathlin, Bray. last 
Saturday, removes a well-known figure from 
the commercial life of Dublin. He was head 
of the firm of Messrs. Samuel H. Bolton and 
Sons, building contractors, of the Steam 
Works, Rathmines road, to which he suc- 
ceeded on the death of his father, Mr. 
Samuel H. Bolton, J.P. Mr. RB. Denne Bol- 
ton took a deep interest in the affairs of the 
former Rathmines and Rathgar township,

having been a meniber of the Rathmines 
Urban District Council for many years. He 
was also greatly interested in the work of 
the Dublin hospitals, being vice-chairman of 
the National Children’s Hospital, Harcourt 
street, and a Governor of Simpson's Hospi- 
tal. He also was a member of the Board 
of the Adelaide Hospital, a position which 
he resigned a few months ago owing to ill- 
health, He was well known. in Manenic 
circles in*Dublm, having been a prominent 
member of that Order for many years. 


MR. MICHAEL J. TIGHE 


His many friends will learn with regret of 
the death, which occurred on Saturday at 
The Cottage, Sea Park, Malahide, County 
Dublin, of Mr. Michael J. Tighe, F.R.1.A.1., 
L.R.1.B.A., one of the best-known figures in 
County Galway during the past thirty-five 
years. A son of the late John M. Tighe, 
Justice of the Peace, of Belvedere place, 
Dublin, hew as educated in Dublin, and at 
an early age articled to Mr. Walter Doolin, 
M.A. . M.R.I.A.I. He acted for some time as 
consulting engineer to Boland s Mills, after- 
wards entering the offices of the Board of 
Works in 1894. Here his initiative won quick 
recognition. He was appointed assistant 
architect and placed in charge of the Galway 
district, a position which he filled. until his 
retirement from the service in 1927. He then 
began private practice as an architect in 
Galway. Outstanding examples of his work 
are the new schools at the Claddagh. Galway ; 
a beautiful Catholic church at Furbough, 
County Galway, and the new building of the 
Royal Galway Yacht Club—of which he was 
a member of many years standing. When a 
branch of the National Society for the Pre 
vention of Cruelty to Children was founded 
in Galway, about the year 1905, Mr. Tighe 
undertook the work of honorary secretary. 
The rapid growth of the influence of the 
branch was due in great measure to his 
eforts and those of his wife, who was 
honorary secretary of the Ladies’ Com- 
mittee. Both devoted a great part of 
their time to the work of the Society 
for thirty vears. As a mark of gratitude 
the committee presented Mr. and Mrs. Tighe 
with an illuminated address on the comple- 
tion of twenty-five years’ voluntary work. 
Mr. Tighe was indefatigable in his work for 
the society, and, aided by earlier theatrical! 
experience in Dablin, organised concerts, 
theatricals and pantomimes to raise funds 
for it. and other charitable organisations. 
About ten years ago, when the possibility of 
a trans-Atlantic air service was tentatively 
discussed, Mr. Tighe drew up plans for a 
trans-Atiaptic terthinal harbour at Furbough. 
The scheme was published in the Press, and 
its originality and full detail attracted much 
attention, and was the subject of an address 
before the members of the (alway Chamber 
of Commerce, of which he was a member. 
He took a deep interest in archeological 
matters, and was a vire-president of the 
Galway Archeological and Historical Society. 
Having completed a life study of Galway's 
history and antiquities he was engaged at the 
time of his death in writing a history of 
Galway. He had considerable literary ability, 
and, in addition to his contributions to 
archeological and theatrical journals, had 

i a play about the famous Lynch 
way, which was produced in 
America. He had collected a large library 
of ancient volumes and manuscripts, many of 
which “were very valua'le. He was a

NO THREAT FROM THE 
NORTH POLE

From REUTER'8 CORRESPONDENT, 
STOCKHOLM, Menday. 


“Tt is a regrettable fact that, after 
millenniums of civilising work, the safest 
frontier is the one behind which no one 
lives,” declared Herr Sandler, the Swedish 
Foreign Minister, at a peace meeting at 
Norrkoeping to-day. 

“The Northern States have the North 
Pole at their backs, and that is safe 
because nobody lives there.” 

He was opposed to the idea that the 
world at the present moment was divided 
into two hostile groups, between which a 
violent encounter was imminent, and in 
one of which every State must necessarily 
range itself; and said that the Northern 
countries were the calmest place for look- 
ing at the present world. 

There were many Powers who refused 
to join either of the two hostile groups of 
States. Among these were the two Anglo- 
Saxon Powers, “which represent a big 
part of the world. 

‘‘In the group of countries with which 
Sweden traditionally collaborates,’’ the 
Minister continued, ‘‘ democracy has old 
historic roots.’’ 

He expressed the conviction that the 
measures taken by the Northern countries 
towards Mai chenlún their defences 
““could nowhere be taken as potential 
contributions to increased tension in this 
part of the world.”

The latest threat to European peace 
comes from Russia, where the trial of 
nine men who were accused of sabotage 
has just ended. The trial, and the in- 
evitable verdict of ‘‘Guilty,’”’ might not 
have drawn very much attention if it had 
taken place in more peaceful times, but 
now, with the nerves of the whole Con- 
tinent on edge, it gains an added import- 
ance. A final touch is added to the situa- 
tion by the fact that one of the accused 
men is a German—the citizen of a State 
which will lose no opportunity to pick a 
quarrel with Soviet Russia» Herr Stick- 
ling is a German who occupied an impor- 
tant post in the Russian State works at 
Novosibirsk, and the charges against him- 
self and his eight “ confederates’’ will be 
familiar enough to anybody who has 
studied the course of other Russian 
trials. Briefly, they have been accused 
of hindering the working of the industry 
in order to advance ‘‘ counter-revolu- 
tionary’ aims, and, as usual, the evi- 
dence against them has been circumstan- 
tial and far-reaching. So far as the in- 
dustry was concerned, it is stated that 
they were responsible for a mine explo- 
sion two months ago, which resulted in 
death to ten workers and serious injury 
to fourteen others; but, in addition, they 
were found guilty of ‘‘ sabotage to under- 
mine the country’s military industries, 
espionage in favour of a certain Centra! 
European Power, and plotting against the 
Commissar of Defence.’’ The identity of 
the “Central European Power” would 
not be in doubt even if Herr Stickling 
had not ‘‘incriminated’’ Herr Grosskopf, 
the late German Consul at Novosibirsk. 
and the fact that all nine defendants have 
been sentenced to death will underline a 
situation which would, in any event, have 
been very grave

There may or may not have been grounds 
for the charges brought against Herr 
Stickling and the other eight men, but the 
history of State trials in Soviet Russia 
does not inspire much confidence in the 
verdict. At least half a dozen causes 
célébres have taken place‘in Russia during 
the past few years—one of them involved 
British citizens—and on every occasion 
they have followed the same general lines.

Unless 
she really is seeking an excuse for a war 
(which is almost inconceivable), Russia 
may have cause to regret the impressive 
trial and the convincing ‘ confessions ”’ 
of the men who were found guilty, An 
immediate reply from Germany is not 
likely; for Germany is not yet by any 
means ready to fight, but the trial will not 
be forgotten, and such memories tend only 
towards one conclusion.

The Fifth Army 


As the terrific events of the Great War 
of 1914-1918 recede into history, many of 
the things that seemed to be obscure at 
the time are emerging with welcome 
clarity from the welter of bustle and flurry 
that made clear thinking impossible while 
the guns were booming on the Western 
Front. One of the most hotly debated 
incidents—if, indeed, it could be called an 
incident—of the fighting in France was the 
defeat of the Fifth British Army in the 
region of St. Quentin on March 2lst, 1918. 
It was the mighty Ludendorff’s last 
desperate throw. Germany was in a hope- 
less position, and her military leaders 
knew it. They knew that they had mis- 
read 4ll history ; that there no longer was 
a chance to bring Britain to her knees by 
means of the unrestricted U-boat campaign, 
and that the German Admiralty’s promise 
to the Kaiser that nó American troops 
could be landed in France during 1917 
had been impossible to fulfil. -Ludendorff, 
therefore, decided that everything must be 
staked on a last great offensive. He 
probably was one of the greatest soldiers 
of modern times—the only leader in the 
Great War who could hope to be numbered 
among the outstanding captains of history ; 
but unlimited power had damaged his 
judgment, and he seemed to be suffering 
from a form of megalomania by the fime 
when the final test arrived. He decided 
to strike at the junction of Allied 
lines near St. Quentin, where the Britixh 
and French sectors came together, hoping 
to be able to roll the British armies north- 
wards against the coast, and thereafter to 
win another Sédan against the French. 
Tactically, the idea was magnificent, and 
very nearly “ came off ”; strategically, it 
was a tragic blunder, and lost Germany 
the War. When the offensive began the 
Allies were not taken by surprise; they 
actually knew where the offensive was 
about to begin, and that the famous von 
Hutier had been chosen to lead the attack. 
The full brunt of the first few days’ fight- 
ing fell upon the Fifth British Army, 
under Sir Hubert Gough. He had 
virtually no reserves. Field-Marshal 
Haig, for some unaccountable reason, had 
neglected -to strengthen this particular 
part of the line, with the result that 
Gough's army was overwhelmed. Gough's 
handling of the situation must rank with 
the finest retreats of all time. His 
soldierly conduct was above all praise, and 
the way in which his magnificent army 
fought against appalling odds was in the 
best tradition of Britain's fighting forces.

Common Colds 


The General Post Office in London has 
abandoned its campaign against the 
common cold. Three years ago nearly a 
thousand Post Office employés offered 
themselves for inoculation; but so un- 
successful did the treatment prove to be 
that two-thirds of the volunteers subse- 
quently withdrew their names, and left a 
bare three hundred determined colleagues 
to persist with the experiment to the end. 
The three hundred profited not at all by 
their perseverance; for they contracted 
colds with the greatest of ease. The Post 
Office, therefore, has thrown up the whole 
thing, and is now trying to face up to 
another four or five months of snifflings 
and snufflings, and the financial loss occa- 
sioned by the indispositions of its 
multitudinous workers. Learned doctors 
and men of science will continue to seek 
the elixir that will save British indgstry 
those sadly wasted £20,000,000 a year; 
and, while they prosecute their labours, 
the humble, sneezing, whooping citizen 
will bring his own rather pathetic 
remedies to bear upon this sly and 
malignant scourge. There appear to be 
three clearly defined methods of dealing 
with a cold. There is the.man who treats 
an oncoming cold with loud derision. He 
leaves off his overcoat, drives about in an 
open motor car, plays golf in his shirt 
sleeves, and shouts and roars that plenty 
of fresh air and exercise soon will blow 
the silly thing away. He may .- escape 
pneumonia once in every five times. Thero 
is the man who puts his trust exclusively 
in medicine, whd takes quinine for bréak- 
fast, breathes ‘eucalyptus all day, 
and crawls into bed in the evening 
drugged, reeling and with the cold of a 
lifetime. Lastly, there is the man who 
relies on the good old-fashioned remedies, 
who remains in bed swathed in blankets 
and lined with hot water bottles, who 
pours down his painful throat quarts of 
beiling jam drinks, and who flings off the 
bedclothes about tea-time in order to 
breathe, and contracts a cold which only 
a moron would describe as common. We 
think it easier to lay down one’s arms and 
to admit defeat.

The Times observes today in a leading 
article:—So much progress has been made 
in the trade negotiations with Argentina 
that the conclusion of a new agreement 
may be expected within the next few days. 
Its provisions will be keenly scrutinised. 
They are certain to represent a com- 
promise, and, like all compromises, they 
will be exposed to criticism from many 
quarters. No one, however, will deny 
that an agreement is necessary between 
two countries which do so great a volume 
of trade with one another as Great Britain 
and Argentina. Argentina has, in fact. 
been very largely developed by British 
capital. British money in Argentina is 
estimated to amount to about £500,000,000, 
and the return on this capital—as well as 
the purchase of British-manufactured 
goods, the freights of cargoes carried in 
British ships, and payment for other 
British services—is made in the form of 
chilled beef, wheat, and other raw 
materials. 

There have been difficulties on both sides. 
Welcome and, indeed, necessary as the 
Argentine food supply has been to con- 
sumers jn this country, there came a time 
when it had to be controlled in the 
interests of our own producers, who were 
being driven out of the business, and of 
a Seen in rs Dominions, who, in 
return for the preference given to British 
goods, demanded an ins share in 
the British market.

HE House of Commons was well filled 
this afternoon for Mr. Eden’s state- 
ment on British shipping in Spanish 
waters. He said that the policy of the 
Government was to take no part in the 
Spanish war, and to give no assistance to 
either side in the struggle. Then he went 
on to say that, in pursuance of this view, 
the Government had not so far accorded 
belligerent rights at sea to either side in 
the struggle, and that it had no present 
intention of according such rights. At 
the same time it was not the intention of 
the Government that British ships should 
carry war material from any foreign port 
to any port in Spain, and it intended to 
introduce legislation immediately render- 
ing the carriage of arms by British ships 
to Spain illegal. It is expected that the 
second reading of the bill will be taken 
early next week, and the text will be 
published on Wednesday or Thursday. 


Herr von Ribbentrop 


Herr von Rubbentrop, 
Ambassador, paid a long visit to Mr. 
Baldwin at No. 10 Downing street this 
morning, and it is rumoured that they dis- 
cunsed the Note sent to Berlin during the 
week-end. Another rumour was that the 
two statesmen discussed a suggestion that 
Germany may shortly break off diplomatic 
relations with Russia, so that the former 
may have a free hand to take any action 
in Spain which the German Government 
may think advisable. The general situa- 
tion on the Continent was considered at a 
special meeting of Cabinet Ministers this 
merning preliminary to the statement 
made by Mr. Baldwin in the House of 
Commons this afternoon. The Spanish 
Ambassador, Sefior Ascartes, visited Mr. 
Eden at the Foreign Office, and then went 
on to see Mr. Baldwin; while M. Corbin, 
the French Ambassador, also went to the 
Foreign Offce. This activity shows t 
the happenings in Europe are giving rise 
to some anxiety.

Germany and Russia 


Should Germany decide to break off 
diplomatic relations with Russia she will 
not lack precedents for doing so without 
hostilities resulting. Great Britain broke 
off relations with Serbia after the assassi- 
nation of King Alexander and Queen 
Draga in 1903, while there are other some- 
what similar incidents on record. In the 
diplomatic world the view is that Germany 
will not decide upon a complete rupture of 
relations. For three years Herr Hitler and 
his Government have been waging war 
words against the Soviet Government 
while at the same time the commercia! 
exchanges between the two countries have 
been steadily rising, reaching their peak 
this year. Another point is that the 
Rassian market is of really great import- 
ance to German industry. The present 
outbreak probably means that Herr Hitler 
intends to do all that is possible to save 
the life of Herr Stickling, one of the 
prisoners condemned to death in Moscow 
for treason. 


Egypt 


The House of Commons is to be asked 
to-morrow to approve the new treaty 
between Great Britain and Egypt, which 
has already been approved b, the 
Egyptian Chamber of Deputies by 202 
votes to 11. A strong military alliance 
between Great Britain aud Egypt is the 
buckbone of the treaty, which will have 
advantages on both sides. Egypt secures 
national independence and the support of 
Great Britain in the event of attack—a 
ba whieh will be appreciated now that 
taly is éstablished on the borders of the 
Sadan. To this country the advantages 
include a settled friendship with 
Power whose attitude and policy are vita! 
factors in connection with the Suez Cana! 
The security of the Suez Canal is essential 
to speedy communication by sea to the 
British Eastern possessions. Egypt 
recognises the advantages that may accrue 
from a more settled state of feeling as is 
shown by the fact that £50,000 is to be 
spent on a tourist propaganda campaig:

NAVAL PROTECTION 


—— 


The British bill will be largely non-con- 
troversial. and opposition is not expected. 
The measure will make it a criminal 
offence for a British vessel to cerry arms 
to any Spanish port from any other sé 
in any part of the world. Fines will be 
inflicted, but confiscation of ships is not 
contemplated. 

The bill is directed especially against 
owners, who will be held responsible for 
the acts of their employés. 

Munitions are defined as guns, shelis 
rifles, aeroplanes and similar weapons, 
but oil and coal will not be included 
under the definition of munitions. 

The general aim is to make sure that 
British ships are well inside their rights 
before the British Navy takes any special 
steps to defend them against molestation 
on the high seas. 


HEAVY FINES

The Government, jt is understood, is 

satisfied that the export of munitions of 
war from Britain is adequately covered by 
the present system of licences which are 
necessary before any arms can be taken 
out of the country. 
. it will be recalled that arms were 
recently found to have been landed in 
Spain from a ship which had called at a 
number of countries.

Bad weather again held up air opera- 
tions.

Chargé d’Affaires has been instructed to 
close the Madrid Embassy and proceed to 
Valencia. 

It was reported that hand-to-hand fight- 
ing was in progress in the streets of Cara- 
banchel Bajo, a village three miles from 
Madrid. The Government forces occupy a 
number of houses in the village, and the 
battle has been continuous since Sunday. 
General Franco is now only five miles 
from the fighting line. Carabanchel Bajo 
is this distance from Leganes, where the 
General had a conference with his com- 
imanders yesterday. 

Reuter’s Special Correspondent with the 
insurgent armies reports that the fighting 
in the University City of Madrid has taken 
a heavy toll of lives, and the insurgents 
have lost about half their men.

R.A.F. "PLANES TO 
SEARCH TO-DAY

British aeroplanes are standing by at 
the R.A.F. base at Ismailia, on the Suez 
Canal, to start at dawn to help in the 
search for a missing Egyptian air liner, 
lost somewhere between Haifa (Palestine) 
and Port Said. 

A faint, undecipherable signal, picked 
up half-an-hour after the last messa 
was received from the 'plane, leads officials 
of the Misr Airwork Company, to which 
the machine belongs, to think that it has 
not come down in the sea, as was earlier 
feared, but on the coast, probably in the 
neighbourhood of Fl Arish, about 150 
flying miles from Port Said. 

They state that it is unlikely that such 
a message was transmitted from the sea. 
which was extremely rough to-day. 

Camel and car patrols are searching the 
Palestine coast, but the weather is so bad 
in the North-Eastern Mediterranean that 
an R.A.F. machine which took off for 
Amman (Transjordania) from Ramleh

FREE STATE’S NEW 
FACTORIES

HOW INDUSTRY WILL 
BENEFIT 


T——-

é i A NEW and remarkable phase of in- 


dustrial production in Ireland will 
begin on the 15th of next month. On that 
date farmers in the Cooley district of Co. 
Louth will bring their first loads of 
tatoes to the new industrial alcohol 
actory at Riverstown, near Dundalk, and 
by New Year’s Eve officials of the Depart- 
ment of Finance and the Department of 
Industry and Commerce will be totting up 
figures relating to revenue from, and pro- 
duction of, high-grade spirit for blending 
with petrol. 

All good motor fuel used to-day should 
have in it a proportion of alcohol, usually 
15 per cent. or more. Some brands have 
as much as 25 per cent. of alcohol among 
their constituents; and because the annual 
consumption of petrol in the Irish I'ree 
State is now some 40,000,000 gallons it will 
be seen that a vast and important market 
exists, ready and at hand. i 


NATIONAL MARKET 


To reach that market the Irish Free 
State Government some time ago formed 
an Industrial Alcohol Section to deal with 
the preliminary details, technical equip- 
ment and erection of plant. That section 
has now completed its initia] labours and 
henceforth will be known by the official 
designation of Saorstat Alcohol Factories, 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, with 
headquarters at 81 Merrion square, 
Dublin. The new enterprise is under the 
managing directorshi p of Mynheer 8. A. 
A. Maas, of Holland, who has erected and 
controlled industrial alcohol factories in 
many parts of Europe; its bio-chemieal 
branch is headed by Mynheer Rietveld, 
also of Holland, and its commercial activi- 
ties are directed by Mr. E. F. O’ Riordan, 
of the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce. An Advisory Board, headed by 
Professor T. Nolan, of University College, 
Dublin, supervises and advises, when and 
where necessary. 

Through the work of these gentlemen 
the homely Irish potato is about to come 
into its own. 

Through their work also the farmers 
will find a new outlet for barley as well as 
potatoes, and will have at hand a new 
type of fodder; in the more remote 
future the mineral water manufac- 
turers (and possibly the brewers) will 
have at hand an Irish component for their 
products; and fishmongers and others, 
who depend largely on cold storage, may 
have the advantage of a new scientific 
discovery in the realm of refrigeration. 

The principal purpose of Saorstat 
Alcohol Factories is, however, to produce 
alcohol. Germany, Russia, and Czecho- 
slovakia produce it from potatoes prin- 
cipally; France produces it from sugar, 
and Holland from molasses and potatoes. 


IRISH PRODUCTION 


From January ist next Irish-made 
alcohol for industrial purposes will be 
available in ever-increasing quantities— 
first from the completed factory at Rivens- 
town, Cooley, Co. Louth, and later from 
four other factories, now on the way to 
completion, and situated respectively at 
Carrickmacross, Co. Monaghan; Curroy, 
Co. Mayo; Labadash, Co. Donegal, and 
Carndonagh, Co. Donegal. 

All five factories are of exactly of the 
same type and have the same capacity. In 
1937 accordingly as they come into pro- 
duction each factory will produce 1,000 
gallons of industrial alcohol per day. 
When all five are working together the 
total annual output in round figures will 
be 1,500,000. gallons. “This output, large 
as it may seem at first glance, is, however, 
only sufficient to meet one-quarter of the 
requirements of the blending market ; and 
so as time goes on, it is probable—but not 
yet definite—that many more factories of 
the same or of different type will be 
erected throughout the Free State. 

On the basis given above—i.e., a con- 
sumption of 40,000,000 gallons of petro! 
per annum and an output per factory of 
some 500,000 gallons of industrial alcohol 
in the same period—there would seem 
to be a market for some two dozen 
factories of the same capacity, each 
supplying its quota of the 15 to 25 per 
cent. alcohol requirements of the national 
petrol market. 


NEW DISCOVERIES 


But that it not all. Experiments carried 
out by scientists in the distillation of 
alcohol from potatoes have yielded a whole 
crop of discoveries. These discoveries, 
many of them of immense value to man- 
kind, are to be applied to Irish industry. 
Within five years from now it is believed 
that the by-products of the Cooley factory 
(and of the four other factories that are 
its fellows in other parts of the country) 
will be applied to a variety of uses. Among 
these will be the production of :— 

Liquid Fodder.—A highly nutritive by- 
product composed of “‘ slopped ” potato- 
mash minus its starch, which makes an 
ideal food for cattle, horses and other 
animals.

INCREASED EMPLOYMENT 


Although the actual number of em- 
ployés in each factory will be small (30 
to 65 men in all-the-year-round jobs), the 
ultimate effect which the factories will 
have on unemployment is expected to be 
considerable. On an estimate that the 
factories will each consume 7,500 tons of 
potatods pér anrfum the acreage (needed 
to grow this quantity) would be 700 in 
each of the present areas—or 35,500 in 
all. Thus, instead of a speculative ex- 
port trade local farmers have at their 
door a stable market, enabling them to 
employ labour instead of being afraid to 
do so. The transport of potatoes to the 
factory and the despatch from it of the 
finished product, plus the by-prodacts, 
will also provide jobs for many men. 

The Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce appears confident that, when the 
scheme is fully in operation, several times 
the acreage of potatoes now -grown will 
be sown each year. It is also hoped that 
some of the bogland in the western areas 
(at present uncultivated for lack of a 
crop for which there is a market) will be 
sown with potatoes in the future. In 
this connection the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture is watching the developments closely, 

The technical experts who have ex-« 
amined almost every variety of known 
potato are completely satisfied with the 
starch-content and the general suitability 
of the several types of potato grown here? 
It is known, however, that they especially 
favour four or five already popular varie- 
ties, and it is probable when the fac- 
tories are in full production that the 
growers will be asked, where possible, to 
plant such tubers. 

A sideline of each factory will be the 
malting of its own barley and the grow- 
ing from special cultures of its own yeast, 
Both these commédities play a large part 
in the distillation, malt being added to 
the potato mash turns the potato starch 
into sugar, and the further application of 
yeast to the now sweet mash turns the 
sugar into alcohol.
